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Route 38 improvements 


Abuttors fear landtaking

Wilmington sclectmen will meet 
within the month to review and 
approve a conceptual plan to 
improve Route 38 following Mon- 
day's joint mecting with the 
redevelopment authority, Monday's 
meeting was held to gain a 
consensus on proposed changes 
from Middlesex Avenue to the 
Tewksbury linc. The changes are 
necded to alleviate traffic conges- 
tion in the area, 

Most of the questions from the 
large crowd focused on the impact 
of potential landtakings. In order 
to widen the area in front of 
Wilmington Plaza to Clark Street, 
consultants from Fay, Spofford, 
and Thorndike (FST) propose to 
increase the roadway width from 
50 feet to 58 feet. This will 
neccessitate taking cight feet of 
land from abuttors. At this point, 


however, no one knows exactly 
how that will be done since the

plan is only at the conceptual stage 
Originally, FS proposed 
sidewalks on only one side of Rt.38 
in order to keep land takings to a 
minimum, Because some residents 
wished to have sidewalks on both 
sides, the width was changed to 58 
feet. 


Road improvement project 
in works two years 


The work on the road 
improvements has been ongoing 
for about two years. The project is 
being carricd out by the 
redevelopment authority at the 
request of the town. The 
redevelopment authority hired FST 


to do traffic counts in the area and 


come up with a viable plan to 
relieve the congestion. Changes 
proposed include the following: 
traffic signals at three intersections 
by Clark Street, midway at 
Wilmington Plaza, and at Rt.129; 
combining the two plaza entrances 
into one which would line up with 


one by the Wilmington Ford 
property; widening the road by the 
plaza to allow for sidewalks and 
two travel lanes in either direction; 


right turns only from Middlesex 
Avenue onto Rt. 38; and road 
resurfacing along the entire section 
in the plan. 

Michael Matt, executive director 
of the redevelopment authority, 
said he had taken the plan to civic 
organizations and local and state 
officials in past months as well as 
the town's legislative delegation, 
and wherever he's gone, he has 
gottcn a, positive response. He 
added this mecting is the final one 
before trying to get the plan on the 
state TIP (Transportation 
Improvement Project) for funding 
and moving to the 25 percent 
design stage. Matt speculated, if all 
goes well, the design could be done 
and ready for the 25 percent design 
hearing within six months, 


Traffic will worsen 


Don Cooke from FST spoke on 
traffic conditions. He said the 
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current traffic problems on RT.38 
will only worsen as the volume of 


traffic grows in the years ahead. If 
nothing is done to alleviate the 
situation, the level of service at 
each intersection will drop from a 
mix of acceptable and unacceptable 
levels at peak hours to all 
unacceptable levels in the year 
2010. If the improvements are 
made, the level of service will rise 
to levels C and B in the year 2010, 
said Cooke. 

Domenic Tutela was the most 
outspoken on the project. Besides 
asking if the light on Clark Street 
could be moved further down to 
Middlesex Avenue to draw traffic 
away from the residential area, he 
also claimed smaller businesses like 
Papa Ginos would be "severely 
impacted" by any landtakings, One 
homeowner near Clark Street also 
questioned the impact if even four 
feet is taken from her property 
Abuttor Ray Forest asked how the 
landtakings would be handled. He 
was told abuttors would be kept 
informed and compensated for any 
loss of property 

“I don't think any of this will be 
done out of the view of the public,” 
Matt said, He added more would be 
known at the 25 percent design 
hearing because engineers would 
have firmed up the plan 

Though Tutcla expressed doubts 
that the project would go through, 
Forest told those present he wasn't 
opposed to the plan. 

"I'm in favor of it. 1 don't think 
there's any question something has 
to be done. We're just concerned," 
he said 


Traffic backup a concern 


Tony Capauno claimed at certain 
times of the day “a tremendous 
amount of traffic" will back up at 
the one proposed entrance/exit to 
the plaza making the situation 
worse. Matt maintained the traffic 
light at that intersection would 
alleviate the situation. He added 
shoppers leaving the parking lot 
now face more danger as they try 
to join the flow of traffic in peak 
hours. When Diane Allan asked 
about the possibility of creating a 
separate entrance for delivery 
trucks to the stores in the plaza, 
Matt said that is already being 
taken into consideration, 

Conservation Commissioner John 
White was concerned with the 
culverts in the vicinity of Rt. 38 
and asked the board to upgrade 
them during construction to avoid 
potential flooding. He was assured 
that would be addressed in the final 
design, 

Joan Tutela asked officials to be 
careful "not to spoil the looks of 
Wilmington" by creating a major 
highway, Selectmen Chairman 
Mark Haldane replied the character 
of the town would be relained since 
the four lanes would turn_into two 
lanes once past the commercial 
area, Tutela was also told the town 
was addressing the quality of life 
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and aesthetucs in that area through 
the Strategic Planning Grant 

WRA member Dennis Volpe 
stressed the joint mecting was just 
"a first step" in the process to 
move the project forward. He 
invited interested residents to 
atttend his board's mectings in the 
months ahead if there were further 
questions. Former WRA member 
Jay Donovan urged the public and 
town officials to support the 
improvements. 

"I think it's important for this 
community to get behind this,” he 
said.

After an intial delay by the state, 
Wilmington officials are almost 
ready to put the Small Cities 
program into effect. To implement 
the program, the town has hired 
three administrators and is in the 
process of hiring a rehab  specia- 
list. Office space has been created 
in room 4 at the town hall for the 
new administrators. The funds for 
both the salaries and the new office 
will come from the grant from 
HUD (Housing and Urban Deve- 
lopment). 

The $600,000 Small Cities Grant 
awarded to the town last August 
will do a number of things: it will 
help residents having low to 
moderate incomes to rehabilitate 
their homes, allow first time 
homebuyers to purchase a home, 
and give assistance to the unem- 
ployed. Specifics for the different 
components are still being 
hammered out. 

Under the rehab component, 25 
to 30 housing units can be reno- 
vated and three accessory apart- 
ments could be created. Renova- 
tions can take the form of heating 
and energy improvements, exterior 
repairs, correcting major struc- 
tural problems, and correcting 
basic code violations in the arca of 
sanitation, plumbing, and wiring.

Small Cities program 
almost up and running 


In order to be eligible, residents 
must fall within certain income 
guidclines. For instance, a family 
of four can carn up to a total 
$38,600 to be considered for fun- 
ding. Officials encourage home- 
owners to call town hall if they are 
uncertain if they would qualify 
since the guidelines are subject to 
change. 

Employment assistance could be 
provided in a number of ways 
According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, it could include job 
counseling and training, creation of 
a local job bank, and creating a 
partnership with local companies to 
share funds and offer jobs to the 
unemployed. 

Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan has been a prime 
mover in getting the program up 
and running. She said she has been 
receiving phone calls, as many as 
one a day since last August, from 
residents interested in the program 
and has put those names on a 
waiting list. Newly hired Program 
Director Glenn Garber said he 
hopes to begin accepting applica- 
tions for the housing rehab by the 
end of April. 

"Our intent is to get going as 
soon as humanly possible,” he said. 

Duncan stressed that officials will 
come up with “the fairest system" 
in deciding which applications will 
be funded. The 15 month program 
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will conclude by June 30, 1994, If 
it's successful, said Duncan, the 
town will reapply to the state for 
another grant 

Garber and Caira both noted that 
the town will be careful in 
dispensing any funds to make sure 
most of the money goes to local 
citizens.,They said the state will 
send oul a project representative 
and fiscal monitors to make sure 
the money is being used properly. 
Caira acknowledged all the work 


by Duncan, Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, his own 
secretary Peg Tarantino, and 


Building Inspector Jim Russo in 
drawing up the original grant and 
interviewing over 40 candidates 
who applied for each adminis- 
trative position, The search 
committee granted interviews to all 
local applicants, he said. Besides 
Garber, the team includes 
Burlington resident Cathy Beyer, 
who will act as the part time job 
counselor; Joanna Clayton from 
Wilmington who will take on 
secretarial chores; and an as yet 
unnamed rehab specialist. 

Garber said the program will 
provide work for local contractors. 
He added he intends to hold one or 
two workshops for builders inte- 
rested in helping residents. 

“We want to design a program 
that will provide tangible benefits, 
that will directly improve resi- 
dent's lives and show that the town 
is interested in providing services 
for residents,” said Caira. In 
summation, he said the town wants 
to help people realize their dream 
of living in Wilmington and 
keeping their dignity.

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Complaint 
dismissed 


A complaint on an alleged 
violation of the Open Meeting Law 
(OML) has been dismissed by the 
Middlesex County District Attor- 
ney’s office. 

Asst. DA*Barbara Berenson on 
March 25 wrote in a letter to 
Thomas Siracusa, chairman of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA), that no violation of the 
OML occurred at the Feb, 11, 
1992 meeting of the Deming Way 
Tenants’ Association 

WHA member Daniel Gillis had 
submitted a complaint to the 
district attorney's office, alleging 
that a quorum of the board had 
violated the law by holding an 
unposted meeting to which two 
members of the board were not 
invited 

Berenson wrote in her findings 
that the president of the Tenants’ 
Association had invited Siracusa to 
the meeting. WHA member Dot 
Butler also attended the meeting as 
a resident of Deming Way and a 
member of the association. During 
the course of the meeting, WHA 
member Al Mecgan arrived by 
chance, but did not participate in 
the Tenants’ Association meeting. 

Berenson found that no housing 
authority business was discussed 
among the WHA members at the 
meeting 

The Open Meeting Law requires 
that all meetings of governmental 
bodies be posted 48 hours in 
advance and conducted in open 
session, unless there is a specific 
allowed reason for a closed session 
The only tecth in the law, however, 
are that any decisions arrived at in 
an illegal session can be over- 
turned. There is no personal 
penalty on members of a board 
which violates the law, except for 
the embarassment of publicity

In their final discussion of the FY 

1994 budget Thursday, members 
of the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee focused on two school 
budgets and the need for new 
pickup trucks and a fire pumper 


before voting individual approvals: 


or disapproval of the 45 articles on 
the annual town meeting warrant. 
The fincom recommendations will 
be spelled out in a warrant which 
will be sent to residents a week 
before the town meeting. 

Fincom members debated whe- 
ther to approve the entire $12.9 
million Wilmington school budget 
or only the $12.5 million to be 
appropriated. The remainder of the 
money is expected to come from 
the state once legislators {pass the 
School Reform Bill. In the end, the 
committee approved the $12.9 
million figure with a footnote 
explaining the figure would be 
contingent on the funds coming 
through. If the bill doesn't pass, 
they said, the school department 
would be guaranteed $12.7 million 
because Town Manager Michael 
Caira agreed to reduce the 
municipal budget by $200,000. 

Fincom Chairman Tom Casey 
brought up for discussion a request 
by Shawsheen Tech Supt/Director 
Charles Lyons to increase Wil- 
mington's share of his budget by 


$60,000. Fincom had gone along 
with a $1,182,253 figure for the

LOOK INTO A Q-TIP 
TRUST 


When a will leaves everything to 
a surviving spouse, there is no 
federal estate tax due because of 
the unlimited marital deduction. 
There is no control over the 
money, either, so the surviving 
spouse can fritter away the money 
or give it to anyone else; there are 
no guarantees for the offspring 
whom the first-to-die may have 
wanted to protect. And when the 
surviving spouse dies, everything 
over $600,000 (the current 
exemption) is subject to tax. 

A better choice is the Qualified 
Terminable Interest Property 
trust, the Q-TIP. The income 
from the trust goes to the spouse, 
payable at least annually, for life 
without restriction, and no one 
else can get at the principal. The 
will can specify where the assets 
go on the spouse's death. 

While it is possible to put the 
entire estate into the Q-TIP, it is 
usually more advantageous to keep 
at least the exemption equivalent 
out of it. Check with your estate

Tech. Walter Kaminski sympa- 
thized with Lyons because of the 
increasing amount of special needs 
students enrolled in the school and 
the impact this would have on his 
budget. Some members noted 
byan’s recommended budget does 
mee on state aid. 

‘asey told the committee, "if you 
wish to help them, you'll have to 
take it (the $60,000) from some- 
where else." 

George Hoope: d if state aid is 
forthcoming, as it was in the past, 
the figure will exceed $60,000. He 
added Lyons has a right to come 
back to the town if he doesn't meet 
his budget. 

Kaminski and John Doherty 
suggested the board treat the Tech 
the same as it did the local school 
department and put an addendum 
to their recommendation. They 
agreed to approve the $1.2 million 
figure with a footnote saying they 
were assuming the vocational 
school would again be receiving 
additional state aid. The com- 
promise ves the door open in 
case the aid is not forthcoming. 

Members were divided on some 
of the capital expenditures on the 
warrant. Dick Duggan said, on 
principle, he would disapprove any 
articles that propose funding 
capital outlay items with a bond. 
That included the proposed 
purchase of a fire pumper and two 
pick-up trucks for the Department 
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of Public Works, he said. 

In reference to the need to 
replace two trucks Casey said, "I'm 
willing to take Bob Palmer's (DPW 
Supt) word that these things are on 
the way out.” 

Some members agreed bonding 
wasn't a good financial practice but 
noted that it was the only way to 
get the vehicles this year. They said 
the town can't continue to put off 
the purchase of needed equipment 
and vehicles. The new trucks will 
total an estimated $50,000. 

The best line came from Casey 
who said, in the past, the money 
remaining in the town's snow and 
ice account would have covered the 
cost of the vehicles. 

"The good Lord has taken a hand 
in our budget practices this year,” 
he said. 

Duggan said he would make an 
issue of the fire pumper on the 
floor of town meeting. A new 
pumper would cost approximately 
$230,000. In addition, the fire 
station would have to be enlarged 
to accomodate the vehicle. How- 
ever, the money for that work is 
already allocated in the Public 
Buildings budget, said the officials. 

Duggan argued that former fire 
chief Dan Wandell told him the 
Pumper was working "very well." 
He proposed keeping the old 
pumper for another year. Both 


Melting snow and three days of rain combined to raise water levels in the 
area this week, flooding low areas and basements.

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Kaminski and Hooper questioned 
the purchase also. Steve Leet told 
Duggan the former chief agreed 
two years ago to try to get more 
use out of the truck. 

"I think he's lived up to what you 
asked of him two years ago,” he 
said. Ann Yurek agreed, She 
pointed out that the chief said the 
pumper was no longer safe for the 
firefighters. 

"The chief has bought up this 
issue for a couple of years," she 
said. 

"If we had the money, ladies and 
gentlemen, I'd be the last person to 
put it off," countered Duggan, 

In the end the committee 
recommended approval for. both 
the trucks and the pumper. 

Fincom is recommending dis- 
appoval of 12 articles including 
land sale articles where the town 
has not declared the parcels 
surplus, one deed restriction article 
where the lot is non-conforming, 
and two rezoning articles including 
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one by John Forest to rezone to 
High Density Business. Members 
maintained the latter was the same 
article turned down by voters last 
year. Forest told this paper, while 
the article was the same, this year 
he was coming in with a plan to 
show residents what would be done 
with the property. He added the 
town engineer and planning board 
both favored this plan. 

The board also disapproved an 
article submitted by Anne Linehan 


seeking to change the recall bylaw. 
Members said they had legal 
questions about it.

The strategic planning grant awarded Wilmington by the 
state last year is finally reaping some benefit. In a mecting 
. with Wilmington Selectmen last week, the consulting firm 
of David Dixon/Goody Clancy presented a blue print for 
economic development. The intriguing proposal has the 
potential to transform Wilmington Center and the Route 38 
corridor from today's stretch of neon-lighted strip malls 
and vacancy signs to an appealing magnet for a dynamic 
mixture of local commerce which can mirror the town 
centers we envy such as that found in Lexington. 

The renovation of Wilmington Center and improvements 
to Route 38 are long-standing issues which have been tossed 
from hand to hand more than a Sunday afternoon football. 
With over 1,000 residents out of work and an exodus of 
local industry, now is the time for town fathers to catch the 
ball and bring home a substantive plan for economic 
revitalization stimulating jobs and growth. David Dixon/ 
Goody Clancy has placed the plan right in their laps. 

The consultants have presented nothing less than an 
economic challenge to Wilmington to recruit emerging 
industries, utilize the abundance of vacant commercial 
space, develop vacant land and insure that community 
residents are trained for the best jobs of tomorrow. These 
proposals are similar to the goals of the committee of 
municipal department heads who meet from time to time on 
improving the local economic environment. 

The keen interest in the eyes of selectmen in the 
presentation made by Dixon, Goody Clancy was evident to 
cable access viewers. Wilmington Ford is empty, 
Sweetheart Plastics is gone and all that's missing from this 
sad picture is a big tumbleweed rolling down a dusty, 
deserted Main Street. The selectmen know this and they 
looked scared. 

If Wilmington is to survive the Depression of the 90's 
local leaders need to take us beyond.these conceptual plans 
and actually initiate the proposal. A first step would be to 
re-charter the redevelopment authority for a more 
contemporary mission than its original mandate. 

Recruiting emerging industries to Wilmington should be a 
number priority for the local government administration. 
Pity the selectmen can't exert the leadership to address 
issues such as this instead of the small potatoes that occupy 
so much of their attention.

; Mayor Ray Flynn for a delegate's seat to the Democratic 
National Convention. Since being defeated by Marianne 
Brenton for state representative in 1992, Grace has 
practiced law in Boston. 

Also considering a bid for state secretary are Democratic 
State Senator Lois Pines and Republican Gloria Larson, 
secretary of consumer affairs in the Weld Administration.

When not traveling to Honduras 
to visit her pet project, an orpha- 
nage for young boys, Wilmington 
resident Bunny Frey divides her 
time among her family, her church 
family, and Wilmington High.

Dear Larz: 

The other night, I was watching 
the Wilmington local access channel 
broadcasting the senior citizens’ 
forum on our local candidates for 
local office. 

When it became Diane Allan's 
turn to talk, she said that she wanted 
to be,selectman. She stated that 
many of you may remember what | 
did across the street from the Senior 
Center. She was referring to the 
high school renovation. She said 
that she was responsible for this 
project. Well, I remember it well! 
It cost the town over nine million 
dollars\and we had to override 
Prop. 2\1/2 again during its 
construction just to finish that job. 
That renovation cost us millions 
more than initially stated by the 
original proposal submitted to the 
town by Diane Allan. 

Just look what happened to the 
boilers, after the renovation was 
"completed," we had to raise taxes 
again just to replace them, This 
proposal was obviously not well 
planned. Not only did we pay more 
property tax for that renovation 
back in the 80s, but now in the 90s, 
we are paying more property tax 
than ever before, and we're not 
building any projects. 

Since Mark Haldane has become 
selectman in 1990, I'm paying (like 
everyone else in town) hundreds of 
dollars a year more in property tax 
What else bothers me is that he 
voted and fully supported a $10,000 
pay raise for the town manager. Let 
me tell you, Mr. Haldane, no one 
today gets a $10,000 pay raise 
during these tough times in the 
economy. Even if you think that 
person is doing a great job. There 
are a lot of people in Wilmington 
doing a great job at their place of 
work and I'd be willing to bet they 
didn't get a $10,000 pay raise, if 
they received a pay rd at all, Our 
town employees are lucky if they 
kept their jobs.

Public access television "is just 
coming into its own," According to 
WCTV General Manager Sam 
Schauerman, most public access 
stations are formed as a result of 
Negotiations between a cable 
company and a town. Such was the 
case with Wilmington, whose 
contract with Continental Cable is 
up for renewal in 1997. 

In the wake of recent publicity 
about the local station, Schauerman 
agreed to talk to the Town Crier 
about WCTV and how residents 
can take advantage of all it has to 
offer. 

The Wilmington station is run by 
two paid staff people: Schauerman 
and Production Technician Bob 
Bazydlo. It has a board of directors 
comprised of 15 volunteers and, in 
addition, over 100 producers. 
Basically, anyone who is a member 
of WCTV can produce a program. 
Since he's been ‘manager, said 
Schauerman, membership has 
increased 100 percent. 

The station is housed in the 
basement of the Swain School on 
Middlesex Avenue. It includes a 
control room, a studio with sets for 
filming shows, a playback room, 
an edit bay, an equipment room, 
office space, and a tape archives 
for out of date tapes, 

Schauerman said many people 
don't understand the difference 
between public access and regular 
stations. 

"We're a whole different ball- 
game from the privately owned 
networks," he explains. The true 
intent of public access is “to 
promote speech." The only thing 
not allowed on such stations are 
commercial ads and obscenities, 
said Schauerman, 

WCTYV is open to any Wilming- 
ton resident, local organization, or 
business, Residents may submit 
tapes of local people or events as 
long as they assume full respon- 
sibility for the content. Or, for a 
small fee, a citizen may become a 
member and be eligible to take a 
seven week hands-on course which 
turns them from a non-equipment 
member to an equipment approved 
member. Once a person is 
approved, he or she may sign out 
equipment or sign up to use the 
studio to produce a show. 

Individual membership costs $10 
a year; family membership costs 
$20 a year; and organization 
membership costs $30 a year plus 
an additional $10 fee for each 
member. 

What do members get for their 
money? 

Members can sign up for the 
classes, which run either on 
Thursday nights or on Saturdays. 
The classes cover legal issues

which could arise, the role of a 
producer, how to use studio and 
remote equipment, and how to edit 
tapes. Once they join, citizens are 


considered producers and must 
assume all responsibility for the 
content and technical standards of 
their shows. If they don't wish to 
produce their own shows, members 
can use a volunteer crew consisting 
of a cameraman, audio person, and 
technical director. Members also 
have use of the entire facility, 
provided they follow WCTV 
regulations spelled out in the 
station's policy manual. 
“Everything's on a first come, 


first serve basis," explains 
Schauerman, 
WCTV has three channels: 


channel 30 for public program- 
ming, channel 52 for educational 
shows, and channel 56 for 
governmental programs. Volun- 
teers tape board of selectmen and 
school committee meetings as well 
as special events in the life of the 
town, Producer Glen Smith, for 
example, recently developed Glen- 
TV, a musical format which 
highlights local talent. Sandra 
Curtin and Cheryl Soderquist 
produce the special educational 
series "In Pursuit of Excellence." 
Twelve year old Chris Cassidy and 
helper Adam Meixler produce 
"Sports Roundup," a show on local 
games and sports angles, More 
recently, Schauerman and Bazydlo 
created "Wilmington Within," a 
show which highlights two local 
organizations a week. The station 
has five entries in the 1993 
Hometown Video Festival. The 
entries will be judged sometime in 
May. 

In addition to local program- 
ming, the station runs non-profit 
Programs produced through Deep 
Dish Television in New York, the 
first national grassroots satellite 
network, One example this season 
is the show on health issues, 

Schauerman has a degree in 
journalism and is willing to help 
anyone or any organization learn 
the ropes at WCTV. He points out 
that the Girl Scouts have taken 
advantage of the seven week course 
and he is currently teaching, a 
workshop to a group of 13 local 
teachers. Schauerman has also 
taught classes at the North 
Intermediate and the Abundant 
Life schools and is presently 
teaching an editing class at 
Wilmington High. 

Is the town getting its monies’ 
worth? 

“I would like to think so. We're 
only a mere image of the 
community," says Schauerman 
adding, "Residents are very 
fortunate and should take 
advantage of this facility.”

MAPC study takes regional 
approach to protect water supply 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A plan to protect the water 
supply in eight North Suburban 
communities was presented to a 
crowd of interested residents Tues- 
day night. The plan was presented 
by Mary Ellen Schloss, an 
environmental planner with the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council. The meeting was spon- 
sored by the Wilmington League of 
Women Voters, 

Work began on the plan in 1990 
and concluded in August, 1992. 
The work was funded by the 
Department of Environmental Pro- 


tection. MAPC did an inventory 
and analysis of each town's water 
resources, existing land uses, 
potential sources of contamina- 
tion,and local zoning before 
arriving at its recommendations to 
protect the water supply. The final 
report is available to citizens in the 
public library and in the offices of 
the various town boards. 

The study area includes Wilming- 
ton, Burlington, Lynnfield, North 
Reading, Reading, Wakefield, 
Winchester, and Woburn. Schloss 
said, since 1975, 12 wells in the 
22,802 acre study area have been

In 
its study, MAPC identified the 
following potential threats to the 
water supply: underground tanks, 
hazardous wastes, 10 wastewater 
dischatges and numerous on-site 
septic systems, uncapped landfills 
in water recharge areas, pesticide 
use, sand and gravel mining, busy 


highways which could be the, 


source of hazardous materials 
spills, and the use of salt in 
de-icing roads. 

According to the local records 
which were analyzed by MAPC, 
there are 303 commercial 
underground storage tanks with the 
potential for leaks in the study area 
and approximately 844 additional 
underground tanks containing fucl 
for heating systems. Schloss said 
the heating oil tanks are not well 
regulated and are often constructed 
of unprotected steel, which has a 
life expectancy of 15 years in 
corrosive soils. Seventy-three 
percent of the fuel oil tanks in the 
study area are older than 15 years 
of age, added Schloss. 

Wilmington has 58 commercial 
tanks, 41 percent of which are over 
15 years old, noted Schloss. She 
said, while Wilmington does have 
an underground tank bylaw, 
MAPC recommends the town 
prohibit new underground tanks in 
recharge areas. 

Schloss noted there are 173 firms 
in the study area which are 
generators of hazardous waste. 
According to a 1991 report by the 
DEP, there are 40 confirmed and 
49 suspected hazardous waste sites 
in the eight towns. About one-third 
or 60 of the firms are from 
Wilmington, said Schloss. 
Wilmington also has 12 confirmed 
and 16 suspected hazardous waste 
sites and eight Superfund sites, 
However, added Schloss, 
Wilmington has done a good job 
preventing and handling hazardous 
emergencies through its Local 
Emergency Planning Council. 

Since most of Wilmington uses 


on-site septic systems, MAPC 
recommends the town adopt 
additional regulations which 


include maximum percolation rates 
and additional setbacks from water 
supplies. Schloss pointed out 
MAPC's greatest concern is the 
discharge of industrial wastewater. 

Schloss said the eight towns need 
to work together to designate low 
salt zones, especially since the state 
highway department uses 100 
percent salt on local roads 
Wilmington uses only 10 percent 
salt on its roads, she said. 

In order to protect local water 
supplies, the plan recommends the 
following: 

* The adoption of zoning ove: 
bylaws which would create over! 
districts that place additional 
restraints On an area to protect a 
town's aquifer. 


+ The adoption of local bylaws to 
cover underground storage tanks. 

* The adoption of hazardous 
waste bylaws requiring companics 
to register if they store hazardous 
materials above an established 
threshold. 

* The adoption of additional local 
requirements for communities that 


rely predominently on septic 
systems. 
* The revision of road salt 
practices. 


* Boards of health to require that 
inactive landfills in recharge areas 
be capped. 

+ Limits be set on the use of 
pesticides and herbicides. 

* The adoption of carth removal 
regulations which would place 
restrictions on such things as the 
depth of excavation and drainage 
and compaction, 

MAPC notes that some of the 
towns have already adopted the 
above measures, Wilmington, for 
instance, has a bylaw to protect the 
aquifers, an underground storage 
tank bylaw, and it does require 
local companics to register 
hazardous materials above a certain 
threshold. 

To promote regional cooperation, 
the plan asks that the cight towns in 
the study sign a Memorandum of 
Understanding. Wilmington, said 
Schloss, was one of the first towns 
to sign the MOU. The Memo- 
randum will create an inter- 
community advisory committee 
and establish a mechanism for 
sh infor f 


mutual interest, Schloss said, 
Those in attendance praised both 
the plan and Schloss’ presentation. 
They also raised questions on such 
things as the large amount of septic 
systems in town and ways to 
encourage local companies to go 


along with regulations designed to 
Protect the groundwater. Schloss 
said the best method to gain 
cooperation is publicity since no 


business wants to be labeled "a bad“

New law aids elderly, disabled citizens 


Representative James R. Miceli 
(D-Tewksbury/Wilmington) has 
announced that legislation to ease 
access to health care for the elderly 
and disabled has been signed into 
law by Governor Weld. 

This legislation will put an end to 
exorbitant fees charged to the 
elderly and disabled requesting 
medical files. This new law will 
provide free copies of often 
expensive medical files to indi- 
viduals applying for government 
assistance programs so that 
government agencies can determine 


an applicant's eligibility, Medical 
records are required by govern- 
ment assistance programs as proof 
of cligibility, Access to this 
information can be costly as an 
increasing number of health care 
providers are charging expensive 
fees for copies of the medical 
records. The fees are as much as $8 
to $10 per page with the first page 
charges running as high as $50. 
"Many elderly and disabled people 
could not afford to apply, to 
government assistance agencies 
because they could not afford to pay

Awakening, and it happens every 
year. (Rain? Never heard of it.) 

Bucks knock off their antlers in 
January and February, and they're 
usually covered quickly by snow. 
Right now, those antlers are poking 
out of snow piles, but you'll have to 
hurry to beat all the porcupines and 
other critters who love to gnaw on 
old antlers, If you find the antlers, 
you've found the buck's bed, giving 
you an edge for the fall deer season.

- Also in the spring, the birds are 
nesting, The migrant species, such 
as herons, haven't arrived yet, but 
there are plenty of others preparing 
for nesting right now, Squirrels are 
building nests now too, giving the 
kids something to look for. 

In a few more days (actually, in a 
few more degrees) spring peepers 
will be emerging from hibernation, 
to sing their love songs and get on 
with the business of reproducing. A 
Magical opera, to my ears. 


I don't know about you, but I can 
spend hours watching the beavers 
do spring repairs, The nocturnal 
beavers may appear in daylight this 
time of year, both to repair lodges 
and dams, and especially to find a 
fresh supply of food. Those tender 
shoots lining their lodges are nearly 
gone by now, so they're looking for 
fresh bark to nibble. 

Only a few plants are emerging 
just yet, but there are some. Skunk 
cabbage is sprouting in the swampy 
areas, and cattails should be sending 
up new shoots presently, You might 
be lucky and locate some crocuses 
around old house foundations, but 
spring is not the best time to hunt 
for floral arrangements. 

However, don't pass up the annual 
chance to gather pussywillows! The 
Sprouts are appearing right now, or* 
within days, so gather up only what 
you need. Nipping sprouts is not 
good for any tree, so be prudent in 
your clipping. 

If you're bored right now, it isn't 
Mother Nature's fault. The world is 
coming to life after the long, deadly 
sleep of winter, and if you don't get 
outside soon, you'll miss the show! 

And please, bring the kids along.

battling the elements just to get

Yet, Spring is here, and the 
white stuff has been responsible 
for aching backs and fender 
benders all over the state. In 
fact, the month of March alone 
has produced nearly as much 
snow as the last two winters 
COMBINED. 

State Climatologist Robert 
Lautzenheiser, a longtime 
Reading resident, said 41.7 inch- 
es of snow have fallen in March, 
which is a record. The previous 
high for March was 30.1 inches 
in 1967. The last two winters 
combined have totaled only 54 
inches of snow. 

“It’s like the saying, ‘In like a 
lamb, out like a lion, but this 
one has been a lion the whole 
way,” Lautzenheiser said. “It’s 
been a tremendously snowy 
March. There were a lot of peo- 
ple expecting snow this winter, 
but certainly not this late. This 
has been quite a month for 
snow.” 

Just because there has been 
rainfall and higher tempera- 
tures recently, don’t put away 
the snow boots yet. The average 
snowfall for April is three inch- 
es, and this has been far from 
an average snow season. 

In all, the Middlesex County 
area has been buried with 96.5 
inches of snow, which is just 
three inches short of the snow- 
fall record. In March, usually 
considered a dropoff period for 
snowfall, there have been five 
substantial storms. 


City and town public works 
employees have been going out 


ef their minds trying to keep up 
with plowing while others have 
cursed those plow guys for push- 
ing a fresh foot or two into the 
driveway right after the last 
shovel-full is thrown out of the 
way. 

Had enough? Well, there may 
be more on the way. Forecasters 
say there is a chance for more 
snow, possibly by this weekend, 
which may put a crimp in those 
early beach plans. 

Lautzenheiser’ said this 
March is the worst he has seen 
since 1956, when he first moved 
to the Boston area. He said St 
Patrick’s Day celebrators this 
year should consider themselves 
lucky to have had their parade 
after just two postponements 
because of snow. 

In 1956, Lautzenheiser said 
the parade was postponed twice 
before finally being canceled 
when a third consecutive 
Sunday in March was just too 
snowy to conduct the event. But 
all things considered, he said, 
no one should be complaining 
because the last few winters 
have been relatively easy. 

“We were due for this year,” 
Lautzenheiser said. “We've had 
two very easy years before this.” 
He said an average winter will 
produce 63.7 inches of snow. The 
two previous years were far 
below even half of the average. 

As for more snow before the 
good weather rolls in, 
Lautzenheiser said he would not 
rule it out. “We have a shot at a 
record season. We only need 3.4 
inches. I'm not saying it’s going 
to happen, but it’s a possibility. 
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AVERAGE ANNUAL SNOWFALL 63.7” 


If it comes it comes, if it doesn’t 
it doesn’t.” 

Although April showers may 
be more common than April 
snowstorms, there are certainly 
no guarantees. In 1982, just over 
20 inches of snow fell in April 
and five years ago, the area was 
hit with 12 inches of snow, so 
anything is possible. 

Officials in many cities and 
towns are praying that there 
will be no more snow on the 
way, not because they don’t like 
skiing, but because their snow 
and ice budgets have long been 
depleted. Many towns have had 
to transfer funds from emer- 
gency accounts to keep the 
streets plowed and the equip- 
ment in working condition. 

Next fiscal year is payback 
time. In most towns, any extra 


money given to the public works 
departments for plowing, sand- 
ing, or salting must come off of 
next year’s tax levy, which is 
already under limitations set by 
Proposition 2 1/2. In essence, 
there will be that much less to 
work with next year for other 
projects. 

The most recent storm hit on 
March 24, when Lautzenheiser 
measured 13.5 inches of snow- 
fall. The storm was predicted to 
be 1-3 inches, which was imme- 
diately. supposed to be washed 
away by rain. As it turned out, 
the area was nailed with well 
over a foot of snow. 

At the time, some towns’ pub- 
lic works officials were caught 
in a predicament. First, they 
were only expecting to sand and

March has not only been 
snowy, it’s also been on the cold 
side. Lautzenheiser said the 
entire winter season hasn't been 
particularly cold, but March has 
made up for that, 

“March has been very cold, 
one of the coldest,” 
Lautzenheiser said. “We haven't 
had the coldest of winters, but 
people will probably remember 
it as cold because of March. 
We've had a little bit more wind 
too, which makes it feel colder. 
People tend to remember the 
most recent weather. But that’s 
just my theory, so maybe it’s not 
true.” 

But if it’s not true, then it’s 
not very far from the truth 
because Lautzenheiser has been 
in the weather business for his 
entire adult life. Now 77-years- 
old, he lives with his wife in 
their Reading home, where they 
have raised a family. 


west, he studied mathematics 
and physics in college. He joined 
the National Weather Bureau in 
1940, after graduating, and later 
moved to Reading, in 1956. 

From 1956-1973, he worked 
with both the federal and state 
governments so that he can 
legally certify his calculations 
and information. 

He said he is contacted regu- 
larly by insurance companies, 
engineering firms and lawyers. 
“There are all kinds of ways that 
weather comes into court cases. 
Sometimes weather helps pro- 
tect the innocent and prosecute 
the guilty.” 

Lautzenheiser recalled one 
case of mistaken identity when 
his weather records proved valu- 
able. He said a man was 
accused of a crime and was 
identified by a witness, who tes- 
tified that he saw the man clear- 
ly, because it was a bright, 
sunny day. Lautzenheiser’s

Lautzenheiser said. “I’ve been 
working out of the house ever 
since, which is sort of unusual, 
but that’s the way it is.

matologist. “As a matter of 
fact,” he says, “I have some 
information that they don’t 
have.” 

But, Lautzenheiser says, “The 
public will be the loser when I 
quit. I have all this stuff here. 
I'd hate to have it go to the 
dump. Plus, people wouldn’t be 
able to get information.” 

Today, probably the only 
piece of information people want 
to hear is about sunny, warm 
days on the horizon, but don’t 
count on it.

The North Suburban Center 
is a multidisciplinary facility 
which includes radiology and 
audiology services on premise.
